SPENCER, Me., Aug. 18. 
OSEPH KNOWLES, the artist who entered 
the north woods on Aug. 4, without weap- 

ons, food or clothing, has killed a bear. 

Abandoning every modern device that would aid 
him to live, endure, hunt and accomplish, Knowles 
went out into the bear country on Saturday, the 
thirteenth day of his isolation in the wilderness, 
and bagged his first big game. 
many chances to secure smaller game, Knowles 
laid his pit-trap for bruin, and within three days 
had outwitted and captured him. Like the cave- 
man of old, he wielded his mighty club to kill him. 
Knowles has had a good day-time weather for 
Only one storm 
broke over the big mountains. The warm August 

sun has been cooled by almost constant breezes. 
Knowles was a busy man during the past week. 
Aside from gathering his food, making his clothes, 
digging his pitfall for bear and roaming over his 


domain, he has given time to drawing and writ- 


ing. Besides the reports of his experiences, three 
of which he wrote out on birch bark with char- 
coal during the week, hg completed two drawings, 
one with charcoal on birch, one on fungus with a 
stick. 

The reports and pictures which come from 
Kriowles traverse a long and devious way before 
they reach the public eye. By foot-trail, canoe, 
horseback, buckboard, stage and rail, a chain of 
travel rare in newspaper work has been estab- 


‘lished. 


The first lap of this race to the press is run 
by Knowles himself when he carries his roll of 
bark writings to the edge of his forest. This trip 
is made on appointed days, each report naming 
the day for his next deposit of writings. These 
_Teports and drawings are cached in a spot agreed 


upon with a guide. 


_ Two hours before stindown on the days Knowles 
a guide from the sporting camp reaches 


> the ‘¢athe and begins the next rélay of the course. 


He takes the manuscript to Kempshall camp on 
‘Big Spencer Lake, where it is transcribed on a 
typewriter and the drawings are here photo- 


The guide then takes the four-mile trail from 
Big Spencer over Bear Mountain to King and 
This he crosses in canoe, and at 
the camps there he turns the reports over to a 
mounted carrier of Uncle Sam’s mail; on horseback 
the report traverses its next relay to Deer Pond. 
Again transferred here, it is next taken by buck- 
board over a mountain road and across rivers to 
Eustis, Me., the nearest settlement to the railroad. 

By stage the mail goes out from Eustis to Bige-

They were carried to the 
edge of the forest by Knowles and de- 
posited at an agreed upon point. The 
sketch of the fawn was made upon birch- 
bark with charcoal. The other was 
scratched on the surface of a fungus. 


They are much lighter than rawhide and quite 
pliable. 

When my shirt of bark is completed I shall have 
no fear of meeting strangers on the trails. I have 
heard voices since I entered the forest. That was 
when I was near horseshoe trail.

WEDNESDAY, Aug., 13. 
ODAY is my birthday. What a strange plate to 
He pass a birthday—alone in the wilderness. It is 
a holiday for me, I have worked for nine 
days with my hands and brain to secure the com- 
fort which I enjoy today. I am satisfied on this 
birthday, and it will long be remembered as the 
most eventful one in my life. 

I sit in the opening of my.camp at night before 
my fire and listen to the red fox barking at the 
moon. My old friend the ow) predicts a sterm, and 
comes to tell me ‘all about it from his favorite 
perch in the top of the hemlock. The unearthly wail 
of the wild cat at night in the forest is music com- 
pared with the yell of the domestic cat on my back- 
yard fence in the city. 

It is impossible to follow any definite plans and live 
as I do. When I enteréd the forest I planned on 
getting a deer within twenty-four hours. Conditions 
prevented me from setting a deadfall, and so berries, 
fish, frogs and nuts have taken the place of venison, 
while the lining bark of trees has taken the place 
of rawhide, I. find that my food is better for me 
than animal meat, and.there is a fresh supply con- 
stantly at hand. The bark I am using. is lighter 
and cooler than hide In this warm weather. In se 


creeping out’ of the thicket, a full grown wild cat.

I sleep six hours each night and about two hours 
in the afternoon sun. My skin is getting tough and 
brown in the sun and wind. But I still manage to 
add a few scratches to my arms and body each day. 

The one thing I miss most ts salt, for I don’t seem 
to get accustomed to unseasoned food. After my 
meals, however, I feel thoroughly satisfied. I have 
no regular meal time. During the day I eat berries 
and nuts when I happen to be where they grow. I 
am never very hungry. At night I plan to eat some 
fish and frogs’ legs.’ 

My moccasins I wore today, and they are a big 
success. IT believe they will last me during my stay 
in the woods. The soles and tops are woven of lin- 
ing bark from the cedar, like a basket, and are 
fastened together by twisted strands of bark woven 
around the entire sole: They are as smooth as the 
softest leather and are light and comfortable. 

My moccasins complete the protection of my lower 
limbs. Although my feet are hardened, they have 
been exposed to poison ivy, and I have had to use 
great caution during my travels. Twice I have 
had them swollen from the fvy, but not seriously.

He was surprised when he first 
saw me at the edge of the pit, and stopped opera- 
tions for a while, and sat and sulked. 

When I attempted to stir him with a pole, he dia 
not show a very friendly disposition. He stood up 
on his hind legs and with one blow of his paw 
knocked it out of my hand. I was glad it was the 
pole, and not I, that received that blow. 

Now that I had the bear, the next thing was to 
kill him. I obtained a stout club and, leaning down 
over the pit, awaited my opportunity. Once in the 
mixup the rim of the pit crumbled under my feet 
and I nearly fell into the pit with the bear. I finally 
landed a blow on the bear’s head that put an end to 
him.

: special session, it is promised the administration 
‘| will promptly initiate action on the trust prob- 
tlem. The trust situation will not be permitted 


to rest where the Republican administration left 
it, Here, too, President Wilson’s fundamentally 
democratic conception of the things neéded to be 
done, which has won popular support even more 
since his election than during his campaign for 
the presidency, will obtain the adherence of the 
Democratic majority in Congress. He does not 
share the belief of those economists who say that 
since private individuals have established indus- 
trial monopolies, and since those monopolies con- 
stitute the people’s only present source of supply 
for many of the necessaries of life, it will be dis- 
astrous to break up these monopolies. The Presi- 
dent has said he believes in unscrambling the 
eggs, that he knows how it can be gone, and that 
he méans to have a try at it. 

The Stagdard Oil and Tobacco trusts, which 
have avoided actnal dissolution and loss of con- 
trol of their constituent companies, under the 
Federal Court’s decrees, solely because the Fed- 
eral prosecutors, unaware of how far the courts 
were willing to go, did not ask for as much as they 
believed the circumstances ‘justified; are not yet out 
of the woods. They are due for another day in 
court, next time fronting a Federal prosecutor 
backed by a President who really means to break 
their monopoly, and with full prior knowledge 
that the highest courts are ready to grant the 
people a much larger measure of relief than has 
ever yet been sought. 

It takes time to work out these big propositions, 
but the American people, although impatient with 
delays in passing the tariff bill caused by petti- 
fogging Republican Senators, are well satisfied 
with the way the party in power is doing its 
work.

What is your earliest recollection? Mine is of 
lying on the grass in a patch of sunlight, watch- 
ing a red ant, evidently a messenger in @ hurry, 
run head on into a grass blade, pause @ moment 
to consider, then industriously and, as I thought, 
stupidly climb up ene side end down the other 
and go forward on its journey. The ent could 
have gone around that obstacle in one-twentieth 
of the time it spent climbing and descending !t; 
but it did not go around, and I've never been 
able to understand why it didn't, except on the 
theory that ants and men are a good deal alike 
in their mental processes. 

A good many ants and men heave climbed grass 
blades; a good deal. of water hes flowed under 
the bridges, and a good many changes in the 
organization of human affaires heve taken place 
in 44 years. 

A man at 44 is still normally more interested 
in looking forward than in looking backward. 
Especially if he has alwayé been more concerned 
sbout seeing and understanding thinga than 
about getting and keeping things. “The world,” 
Wordsworth opened, “is too much with us late 
and soon; getting and spending wé lay waste 
our powers.” Mere getting and spending does 
lay waste our powers, but I doubt if it is pos- 
sible for the world, rightly viewed, to be toe 
much with us. A man is his character (soul) 
plus his body, and his eharacter—his real or 
inner self which inhabits and controls his body 
—i# the result of the world’s reactions on his 
inherited talents and tendencies, Forty-four, the 
middle ground for a tough fibered, vital human 
being, is a favorable point from which to survey 
the scene both forward and backward; and a 
birthday anniversary, especially if it be spent, 
or part of it, in quietness, alone, is a favor- 
able day on which to make the survey. 

Looking backward, one sees,how the Middle 
West has ceased making 80 bushels of corn per 
acre on virgin soll, and elther selling it for 16 
to.

The essay tn the Atlantic Monthly 
by.Prof. Bingham of-Yale, entit'ed “The | 
Monroe Doctrine an Obsolete Shibbo- 
leth,” which has been read in the/® 


House and printed in the Congressional 


Record, proposes to abolish that self- 
satisfying policy maintained so long by 
the United States. 

The administration policy seems al- 
together in favor of the Monroe doc- 
trine, as it should be. It is the des- 
tiny of this Republic, at the head of 
the free nations of this hemigphre, to 
make a fight for constitutional govern- 
ment, liberty regulated by law and for 
the general good. 

It is also the duty of the United 
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Stat 
ates to establish close relations of and 


friendship that will hold the Latin na- 
tions together; and while the independ- 
ence of each is guaranteed and pre 
served, and while the people of each 
country shall have their own govern- 
ment, each country shall be protected 
from revolutionary attacks by politicians 
who would overturn the public order, 
the constitutional government and the 
rights and liberties of its people for 
their own advancement, or who would 
call to their aid European powers. 

This can be done, as the vast ma- 
jority of the American people is in fa- 
vor of it. There may be needed a 
sacrifice on our part of men and money, 
but it goes with the upholding of the 
Monroe doctrine.

HE most, dramatic event of the week 
was Harry K. Thaw’s escape and 
flight from the New York State 
Asylum for the Criminal Insane, where he 
has been a prisoner for years. It seemed a 
fitting episode in or climax to the most 
notorious murder case in American annals. 
The event aroused caustic comment all 
over the country. 


Accursed Thaw Money. 


New York Werld: Having ruined Thaw and 
others and carried him into the very shadow of 
the executioner, the Thaw money then cursed and 
degraded the State of New York at two trials 
that brought justice into contempt and scan- 
Galized our courts throughout the world. It was 

'/ the Thaw money that saved him from the death 
penalty; it was the Thaw money that maintained 
@ protracted contest in the courts to overthrow 
the judgment of insanity by which his life had 
been saved; it was the Thaw money that schemed 
ceaselessly for a release which could not be had 
by legal means. In the escape from Matteawan 
has the Thaw money gained one more triumph 
/over law? Is the Thaw money to go hand in hand 
with the fugitive into remote States and coun- 
tries, always at war with decency, always in con- 
flict with society, always tempting, buying and 
debauching the weak and the vicious? The Thaw 
money is a curse because it has produced a degen- 
erate in whose behalf it has been able to degrade 
even the degraded, to exhibit the infirmity of the 
Btate, to expose the feebleness of our laws and 
to make the American boast of equality a jest 
among the nations. It has taken the Thaw money 
scme years to humillate New York utterly, but 
it has gained the day at last, accursed though 
it be.

Wealth Outwits Justice. 


New York Evening World: Coming at a mo- 
ment when the government at Albany is so de- 
moralsed that the simplest legal machinery is 
seriously out of gear, the escape from Mattea- 
wan of a dangerous man, whom the State has 
spent enormous sums to keep where he could 
do no harm, is bound to appear in some degree 
a result of the present confusion.

Another aspect of the occurrence is, however, far 
more deplorable. The hundreds of thousands of 
dollars spent by Thaw to obtain his liberty 
through legal efforts have for years been notori- 
ous.

New York Hampered. 


Indianapolis News: This latest chapter in the 
notorious murder case is peculiar, for it may be 
explained in a number of ways. In the first place 
it might be said that New York State is not in 
the best possible shape to act. With Gaynor and 
his police department at war with District At- 
tcrney Whitman in New York city, with a Tam- 
many legisiature doing its best to take revenge

LONDON, Aug. 23.—Surgeon-General Sir David 
Bruce and Lady Bruce have been spending a few 
weeks in England, but: will return shortly to 
Nyasaland, where for the past two years Sir 
David has been directing the work of the Sleep- 
ing Sickness Commission. The work will not be 
completed for another year. 

The commission is studying the relationship 
between the fauna of Africa and the spread of 
sleeping sickness there. Its work has been car- 
ried on in a wild region in Angoniland, 60 miles 
from Lake Nyasa, where the members live in 
mosquito-proof huts. The experiments made have 
demonstrated that the disease is carried by a fly 
which is spread widely over Africa and that prac- 
tically all of the wild animals are affected. 

It is probable that the commission will recom- 
mend a campaign of extermination against the 
animals. Sir David does not believe there is any 
danger of the disease spreading beyond the areas 
where it is now found.

Dr. Pelletier: The sort of gallantry by which 
women condemned to death are let off from the 
guillotine is an insult to the feminine sex, just 
as all gallantry is. 

Mme. Oddo-Defiou: It would not 4leplease us 
even that women’s crimes and misdemeanors 
should be punished more severely than those of 
men, for woman represents the moral element itn 
society.

WHY THEIR TEA 
IS NO GOOD 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—Englishmen who priée 
themselves on being the greatest tea drinkers In 
the world have resented recent criticisms By Jap- 
anese visitors that English tea is “insipid.” K 
Kishi, Chancellor of the Japanese Embassy here, 
has offered this explanation of the criticisms by 
his countrymen: 

“In Japan we take more pains to obtain the 
most delicate flavor possible. In brewing the 
finest green tea (the gyokuro) we boil the water, 
but we do not pour it on the leaves until ft is al- 
most lukewarm. We never drink this tea hot. | 

“We let it infuse for two or three minutes In.an 
open bowl. We pour the beverage Into small cups 
and drink slowly, so that we taste to the full the 
exquisite flavor. This is impossible If you take 
large gulps with your food. 

“The young leaves of the plant only are taken, 
and in many houses the tea is kept in air-tight 
canisters with double covers, sometimes for more 
than a year. Deleterious moisture then never 
gets into it. On the inferior qualities of tea, 
made from the oldgr leaves, we pour hot water, 
and drink it hot in larger quantities, as you do in 
England. 

“The black tea the English drink is often taken 
in Japan, by way of a change, but always with 
sugar and milk, I don’t understagd how people 
can drink it without.” 


BONYNGE’S DEATH RECALLS

Vienna Wins Next Congress— 
U. S. Asked Not to 
Fortify Canal.

THE HAGUE, Holland, Aug. 23.~—A 
subject much discussed at the Inter- 
national Peace Congress here this 
week was the proposition of Dr. Al- 


“Black Cross” international agree- 
ment among newspapers to boycott 
all jingo . newepapers. ' Interviewed 
by the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
Dr. Fried explained: | 

“What ‘we aim at is: to win the 
support .of. the press. of the world 


to combat the mischievous tendencies 
of certain newspapers. To lessen the 
risks of disputes arising ‘betwéen 
nations it is necessary to counteract 
the ill effects of misunderstandings 
disseminated by certa:n newspapers. 
The worst effects produced by this 
kind of journals is the way they 
hinder the peaceful 
humanity. 

“Every event containtng the possi- 
bility of dispute is exaggerated in 
jsuch a manner that the reader thinks 
he must be standing on the brink of 
war. To cHange these conditions 
education should be spread among 
the masses by more detailed informa- 
tion on international relations. 

“Impractical,” Says Jordan, 

“A Genoa converition of the Black 
Cross against jingo néwspapers 
would work a revolution. A conven- 
tion on such lines might well claim 
the Black Cross as its sign, signify- 
ing printer’s ink.” 

President David Starr Jordan of Stan- 
ford University, commenting on Fried’s 
proposition, said: 

“The suggestion is rather impractical 
because it would be extremely difficult 
to get the newspapers of the world to 
agree to the establishment of such a 
convention.”’ 

The Peace Congress held its closing 
sitting today. The delegates voted to 
hold the next congress at Vienna, in 
1914, and it was decided to take to that 
Congress the invitation of the Mayor 
of San Francisco to hold the 1915 con- 
gress at San Francisco. 

The Peace Congress finished its labors 
after recording a further series of good 
intentions and its appreciation of Pres- 
ident Wilson’s attitude toward peace. 
The thanks of the congress were com- 
municated by cable to President Wil- 
son. 

The question of the fortification of 
the Panama Canal was brought up by ' 
Ptof. Slayden of Washington and Prof. 
Slocum of Colorado, who succeeded in 
having passed a resolution asking the 
United States Government not to fortify | 
the canal. 

In another resolution delegates ex- ! 
pressed their satisfaction at President ' 
Wilson’s proposal for the submission of 
disputes which could not be settled 
diplomatically for investigation by an | 
international committee. | 
International Police Opposed. 

Another subject of importance dis-' 
cussed at the congress was the protest 
against ‘“‘the armament trust,” against 
the intgrlocking directorate association 
of Krupps in Germany, Schneiders in 
France and the Armstrongs in England. 
These trusts, combined with drummers 
of the armies and navies, are agencies 
opposed to international understanding. 

Apropos of the subject of international 
police, Congressman James L. Slayden 
of Texas, said: 


Experience in arbitration has shown 
that it is not necessary. The contrary 
is true. In two hundred cases adjudi- 
cated by arbitration the judgment of the 
arbitrators has always been respected 
and, the judgment of the court executed. 
Behind international arbitration is a 
stronger power than any international 
police and that is the power of enlight- 
ened public sentiment.”’ 

Wilbur F. Croft of Washington, an-' 
other delegate, discussing the interna- 
tional police proposition, said: | 

“If,.for example, we could send an 
international police force to Mexico con- 
sisting solely of representatives of the 
South American states, the property and 
lives of foreigners in Mexico would be 
better protected than at present. These 
South American states, being allied to 
Mexico in language, religion and cus- 
toms, would be less likely to be accused 
of any desire for annexation than would 
the United States.’’ |

Governors on Way to Colorado 
Conference Will Attend Open- 
ing Celebration Tomorrow. 


DAM LARGEST IN WORLD 


All Work Was Supervised by 
U. S. Army. Engineers—Power 
Supplied to St. Louis.

KEOKUK, Io., Aug. 28.—A $327,000,- 
000 waterpower dam, the largest in 
the world, will be dedicated Tuesday. 
The celebration will be opened Mon- 
day with Governors’ day, when Gov-~- 
ernors going to the Governors con- 
ference at Colorado Springs are ex- 
pected te attend, 

All the work of construction was 
done under the supervision of the 
United States Army Engineering 
Corps. This waterpower development 
is the result of work for 40 years, 
and for many years was considered | 
impossible or unprofitable. Citizens 
of Keokuk and Hamilton, Ill., in- 
duced Congress to pass the franchise 
act, which President Roosevelt 
signed, and-.then spent four years 
trying to find the capital to build 
the plant, after they discovered an 
engineer capable of constructing it. 
The capital stock was subscribed in 
New England, Canada, England, Bel- 
gium, France and Germany. 

Deep water navigation now is made 
possible for 6 miles up the Mississippi. 
The United States gets many millions 
for allowing the river to be dammed 
at the foot of the old rapids, which are 
now the bottom of the lake. 

Has 30 Turbines. 

The dam is’ three times as large as 
the next largest single installation of 
water wheels in the world. It has 30 
turbines and electric generators, which 
produce more ghan 300,000-horsepower on 
the shaft connecting them. Besjdes the 
dam there is a power house, lock, dry- 
dock, sea wall and an ice fender, all 
with a to€al length of 10 feet less than 
two miles and a half of massive con- 
crete. 

The dam stretches nine-tenths of a 
mile across the Mississippi from the 
Illinois bluff into which it ts tied to 
its junction with theypower house on 


high, 42 feet wide on the bottom and 29 
feet wide on top and consists of 119 
arched spans each 30 feet between six- 
foot piers. In each span is a spillway 
82 feet high, topped by a steel gate 11 
feet high. By opening and closing a 
variable number of these gates, the 
water above the dam is kept at a cer- 
tain height and sufficient water for 
navigation below is always passed 
through the dam. ’ 
Power House 177 Feet High. 

The powerhouse is a third of a 
mile long, half a city block wide and 
177 feet high. Its basement is mas- 
sive concrete with passages for the 
water to flow through the 30 tur- 
bines into a tail race along the op- 
posite side, which was excavated 25 
feet into the hard limestone bottom 
of the river into which all the works 
are keyed. 

- Bach water wheel is several times 
as large in dimensions as the largest 
ever built before, and it had to be 
brought to Keokuk on a specially 
built steel car and routed to avoid 
bridges—and even then the railroads 
had to remove the water tank spouts 
to allow each turbine to pass, Half 
the powerhouse is now completed, 
and the other half is under Way. 

The total quantity of power pro- 
duced on the turbine shafts on the 
entire powerhouse is more than is 
used for manufacturing in Tilinols, 
including Chicago and its environs. 
This waterpower converted into elec- 
tricity is intendeqg to be used in 
manufacturing in the new power zone 
along the Mississippi, extending from 
Burlington; Io., to Sst. Louis, which 
latter city takes 00,000 horsepower 
of current over a transmission line 
carrying it at 110,000 volts. 

No More Transmission Lines. 

Fort Madison, Io., Quincy and -Al- 
ton, Ill., and Hannibal, Mo., are also 
in the power zone. It is not the in- 
tention’to bulld- any more. transmis- 
sion lines than those north and south 
from Keokuk, wh!ch are now in oper- 
ation. Keokuk and Hamilton, at op- 
posite ends of the great dam, get 
their current without stepping it up 
to the high voltage of the St. Louis | 
transmission line. 

Below the power house and between it 
and the Iowa shote is the lock built by 
and entirely at the cost of the power 
company and which is to become the 
property of the United States upon com-| 
pletion. It has the same width as the 
Panama locks and a lift one-third higher 
than any one lock on the isthmus,’ the 
width being 110 feet and the lift 40 feet. 
Its lower gates are a foot longer and 
three feet thicker than those at Panama, 
to enable them to withstand the higher 
head of water. 

Between the lock and the Iowa shore 
is the drydock not yet completed. It 
is one per cent smaller than the one 
in the Brooklyn navy yard and also be- 
comes the property of the United States 
when completed. 

Sea Wall om lIewa Side. 

Along the Iowa side of the forebay is 
the seawall of concrete, 3 to 70 feet 
high, which protects the shore and es- 
‘pecially the railroad tracks.

pensions” are an actual fact in Nebraska 
now and from the applications made to 
the courts it would seem that half the 
mothers in the State, regardless of their 
financial condition, are bent upon Se- 


curing a pension, The “mothers’ pen-/ 


sion” Jaw, enacted by the last Legisia- 
ture, went into effect two weeks ago 
and since then the courts have been 
swamped with applicants for assistance. 

The first pension granted was to Mrs. 
Marthe Sledzinowsky of South Omaha 


The award was made by Judge English || 


of the Juventie Court. Mrs. Sledszinow- 
aky has sig minor children. Her hus- 
band deserted her two years ago. All 
the children aré under 14 years of age. 
Since her husband left home she has 
kept the family together by working as 
janitress in office buildings every night 
and taking In washing in the day time. 
The Court allowed her $30 per month. 
In pleading her cause, Mrs. Sledzinowsky 
appeared in court with the six children 
clinging to her skirts. 
Many Misunderstangd Law. 

The “mothers’ pension” act is greatly 
misunderstood by many who are seek- 
ing help. Dozens of women have called 
upon the court and asked for pensions 
under the belief that any woman with 
a number of children can secure a pen- 
sion. They do not seem to realize that 
the law is simply a means of substitut- 
ing the home for an orphanage in some 
cases of dependence where it is believed 
that the mother can, with a little help, 
give the children a good training and 
rearing. It is only in cases where moth- 
ers have not the means of supporting 
their children and where they are found 
to be absolutely fit for their custody 
that the county allows a pension. 

The intention of the pension law ts to 
keep families together and to give char- 
ity for use in the home rather than to 
separate the children from their mothers 
and send the little ones to orphanages 
er similar institutions 


Some days after the pension law went | 


into effect a rather richly dressed 

woman called upon Judge English of the 

Juvenile Court, who passes upon all 
lications for pensions. 

“y have three children, Judge, and I 
want @ pension of at least $60 a month,” 
she calmly stated. 

“Where did yeu get those rings?” in- 
quired Judge English, pointing to two 
handsome rings worn by the woman. 


“Oh, my husband gave me those,” she | 


answered, 
"Ie your husband living?’ 
“Yes."" 
“Why don't he support the children, 


if we have as many as three children? 
And if the law gives it to us we 
might as well get it, if we can.” 


Drove Away in Auto. 
The law was explained to her and 


the woman left the court room very 
indignant because her request for a pen- 
sion was refused. At the sidewalk she 
climbed into @ limousine and motored 
away. An inquiry disclosed the fact 
that her husband owned an automobile, 
hig residence, had money in the bank, 
and a good income. 

Funds with which te pay the pen- 

’ gions granted under this act are raised 
by county assessment, and none of the 
money 60 raised can be expended other 
than in the county where raised. In 
that way each county must look out 
for its own mothers, and all pensions 
granted to them. The awards are made 
by the juvenile courts in those counties 
in which courts of that description sit. 
In other counties the awards are made 
by the County Judges. 

When the matter of pensions for de- 
pendent mothers was first broached, it 
met avith great opposition. Delegations 
called upon their members in the Legis- 
lature to oppose the bill. In all parts 
of the State, but especially in the cities, 
resolutions opposing the bill were passed. 
But the labor unions everywhere favored 
the legislation and for three months 
they waged an educational campaign. 


Unions Win Fight, 

At the end of that time, when the 
matter came to a vote in the Legisia- 
ture, the unions were found to have 
made sufficient friends to pass the bill. 
By that time, too, all opposition to its 

passage had died away. 
Taxpayers had decided that under the 
act, taxes which then weft to support 
charitable institutions and orphanages 
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is decidedly to your advantage to be on hand.

Husband replied: “Certainly! But 
what has that got to do with my appli- 
cation?” 

The official answered: “Do you see 
how ewift and terrible has been Divine 
Retribution upon Sulzer for leading the 
movement in favor of abrogating the 
Russian-American treaty?” 

By this time it began to dawn upon 
Husband that he had misunderstood 
the true cause of Gov. Sulzer’s troubles, 
which in orthodox Russian eyes are 
wholly due to the fact that he led. the 
agitation against renewing the commer- 
cla) treaty between the United States 
and Russia until such time as Russia 
shall grant full privileges to all Amer- 
ican Jews traveling in Russia. 

The enormo roportions of emigra- 
tion of orthodox Russian peasants to 
the United States and Canada in the:

FEATHERS 


By JOCK BELLAIRS. 
Fishing, right now, is admittedly bad, 
except in such places where lakes have 


been stocked and cared for. Stream 
fishing, the ordinary lake angling, where 
the public may enter, is below par. The 
heat may be offered as an excuse, as 
fish are lethargic in keeping with the 
human race. Streams are muddled by 
the current and kept cool by tributary 
waters. Streams should therefore have 
lively fish at all proper seasons. But, 
it may be stated here, save in certain 
sections, there is little fishing. 

Anglers will offer this and that ex- 
planation. The best I have heard in a 
considerable period comes from John 
Elbin of Alton, by way of Col. C. G. 
Gillaspy. Gillaspy is an angler of 60 
years’ standing and knows the game 
from spinner to angle Worm. He backs 
up what Elbin has to say, after getting 
little result from many trips to his fa- 
vorite, Alton Slough and other spots. 
His last outing was taken in company 
with his son, T. Jefferson Gillaspy, and 
Edward Bayless. Jeff lost oné big one 
which he thinks was the cousin to the 
18-pound channel catfish caught by the 
keeper’s son. The Colonel came back 
with his party with barely enough to 
cover the pan. 

Fish Trapped by High Water. 

But to Elbin’s theory. He believes the 
high water is responsible for the dearth 
of fish. An) he further believes that un- 
less some proper channeling and har- 
nessing of the big rivers is done, the 
fish supply will dwindle until in another 
two decades there will scarce be any 
fish food. 

“The rise of the rivers in the spring 
costs billions of fish annually,” he de- 
clares. “With the rise, the fish, game 
fish especially, make for the headwa- 
ters and slip into every possible water 
nook, They get into this bend and that 
slough, spawn and remain to guard 
their young. The waters recede. We 
concern ourselves each year with the 
millions of big fish that have been 
stranded by the receding waters and 
left to die. We have not taken into 
consideration the millions of spawn that 
died with the parent fish.” 

.W.« Col. Gillaspy says, fish have been 
seen in these wallows, rooting around 
Hike hogs, their dorsal fins and half 
their backs clear out of water, seek- 
ing food and life. 

This has been noted in every part of 
this State. It comes to us from Frank 
,{mmerson in Southeast Missouri. It 1s 
contained in the notes from St. Charles 
County, from up the State and out in 
the State and from down the State. 
Frank Emmerson has an immense 
place. He sends word that he noted 
buzzards sailing about and alighting 
where he knew there ought to be a 
slough. He rode there out of curiosity. 
The slough was dried up and billions 
of dead fish were visible. 

He saw a monster channel catfish, ap- 
parently about 60 pounds weight, 
enough to feed a few families, food now 
tor buzzards. There were bass, crap- 
pie, gorgle-eye, sunfish, carp and buf- 
falo in this huge open grave. 

Dead Fish Fed to Hogs. 

And in other quarters the same report 
is returned. Boys, farmer boys, find 
amusement in wading about in two 
inches of water, picking out fish of all|{% 
description, throwing them to the bank 
ard hauling those not dead to the hogs. 
Hogs have heen even turned into some 
of the sioughs. They find and eat the 
large fish No count has been taken of 
the fry that have been lost by these 
rises and fells in the rivers. Every 
hole hag been a trap for fish and bDill- 
ions perisined. 

The best fishing In the Tlinols River 
was occasioned by a sudden rise 
Above Chillicothe a hugg hole was 
gouged out of the levee and deep into 
the earth There was a spread of 
water over much space. But the hole 
trapped the fish and there anglers, for 
a titine, waxed fat on catches. Go to 
the otber end of this State, where a 
similar freshet dug deep into a bank 
of the Osage—branch of the Gascon- 
ade. Bass gathered there to spawn. Some 
were chughi by fishermen and when 
Tthe waters receded, the progeny they 
left died wotheut a chance. 

The gar, the net, the trap, the carp, 
the muskrat, crane, fish hawks and fish 
ducks are enemiés of the fish. But all 
combined together with what may be 
caught by rod and line, trot line and 
general fishermen, do not number one- 
fiftieth of what are lost each year in 
the various slashes and sloughs formed 
by the sudden rise of the rivers. 

Fair Fishing at Places. 

Arthur A. Lancaster, after a week’s 
stay at Billy May’s Outlook, near St. 
Clair, Mo., is convinced there are fish 
in the Meramec River and in Blue 
Springs Creek, Indian Creek and other 
streams. But Arthur says you have to 
work to get them. He says Judge A\l-

Broker Who Was Found Shot 
on Valley Park Train Had 
Increased Accident Policy 
From $35,000 to $50,000 
the Day Before. 


DOUBLE INDEMNITY 
WOULD ADD $50,000 


Jury at Inquest Returns Open 
Verdict— Coroner, After 
Investigation, Says it Is 
Hard to Reconcile Facts 
With Theory Shooting 
Was Accident. 


Following the return of an open ver- 
@ict by a Coroner's jury, covering the 
possibility of murder or suicide as well 
@s accident in the case of James R. Lu- 
Cas, @ grain broker on the Merchants’ 
Exchange, who was killed by a bullet on 
@ Frisco Suburban train near Valley 
Park Friday afternoon, investigation 
Yesterday disclosed that on the day 
before his death ne optained $15,000 ad- 
ditional accident insurance, making the 
total of all the policies he carried $70,000. 

By the terms of the accident policy, 
which, with the $15,000 addition, was 
$50,000, it was revealed, the sum might 

‘be doubled by the circumstances of his 
death. The paper read that, in case 
Luucas was kilied by accident on a com- 
mon carrier, such as a train, the bene- 
fit to his beneficiaries would be multi- 
plied by two. If it is decided that hie 
death was accidental, the benefit would 
be $100,000. 

Suicide Can’t Be Pleaded. 

The Fust-Dispatch’s informant, an in- 
@urance official, said that when Lucas 
Was 28 years old he took out a policy 
of $2000 in the Bankers’ Life Insurance 
Co. of Des Moines, Ia. Twelve years 
ago, when he was 34 years old, he ad- 

- ded two $2000 policies in the same com- 
pany. On July 15, he obtained two ad- 
ditional $2000 policies, making the total 
@mount $10,000. 

When the circumstances of Lucas’ 
Geath were published, an official of the 
Bankers’ Life Insurance Co. telephoned 
fo an officer of the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Insurance Co., and was informed 
that in July, Lucas had insured him- 
pelf in that company for $10,000. 

The same official of the Bankers’ Life 
Co. learned that lucas had carried $35,- 
000 In an accident «umpany, and that on 
Thursday, the day before his death, he 
fook out $15,000 additional insurance and 
paid the initial premium. 

In consequence, if his death were 
proved to be an accident, his heirs 
would hope to obtain twice $50,000, or 
$100,000, from the accident company, be- 
gides $10,000 from both the Bankers’ 
Idfe company and the Northwestern 
Co., or $120,000 in all. 

That Lucas, within the last’ few 

‘weeks, also applied for $5000 insurance 
im the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
Was asserted by the insurance official. 
Whether the application was gragted 
wr not he did not know. 

Suicide Can’t Be Pleaded. 

Under Missouri tnsurance laws, com- 
panies cannot refuse or resist payment 
on the ground of suicide, whether prov- 
@nm or merely suspected. 

John J. Schulte, a grain dealer who 
@oes business under the firm name of 
George Schulte & Co., with offices in 
the Chamber of Comfherce Building, 
fold a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
might that he had been a friend of Lu- 
Cas for years, and that the latter oc- 
supied desk room in his office the past 
two months. 

Lucas, Schulte said, had offices in the 

Pierce Building, where he operated un-

take up some other line of business, 
but did not explain what it was to be. 
. Schulte said, that a special committee 
Was appointed recently by the Board of 
Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange to 
investigate certain Mabilities of Lucas, 
but that further credit was extended to 
him, and nothing was found to reflect 
upon his standing as a member. 

Lucas, according to Schulte, was very 
conservative in discussing his business 
and personal affairs. Schulte said he 
did not know how much life or acci- 
dent insurance Lucas carried. He de- 
ecribed Lucas as of a jovia) disposition, 
always in good humor. So far as he 
knew, Lucas was not-in financial 
atraits.

Scientists Studying Pest Learn 
That It Is Natural Food of 
Despised Birds. 

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 23.—A new 
use for the despised English sparrow 
has been found by T. H. Parks of 
the Idaho Agricultural College and 
James C. Sanders of the University 
of Wisconsin. 

These two scientists, working to- 
gether against a pest known as the 
alfalfa weevil, it was learned here 
today, have demonstrated that the 
pest is not spread through the seed 
of alfalfa, as the weevil feeds on the 
leaves and stem of the plant, but not 
on the seed. It thus becomes a nat- 
ural food of the sparrow. 

The weevil is of foreign birth, but 
since its importation has done great 
damage and at one time threatened 
the whole industry in Utah, Idaho 
and Southern Wyoming.

Decides on “Quick Action,”’ 
Though Several Years Delay 
Would be Possible. 


CALLS HIMSELF ‘GENERAL’ 


Declares Governor Who Helps 
Him Will Be Great Vote 
Getter. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SHERBROOKE, Quebec, Aug. 23.— 


Harry K. Thaw, given his choice of be- 
ing deported into Vermont next week, 
probably Friday, or remaining in Can- 
ada and standing trial. by jury on the 
charge that he Is an insane alien, decided 
today to return to the United States and 


make his fight there. 

If he @tayed in the dominion he could 
prolong his case for several years by 
appealing and reappealing. He might 
even carry his plea up to the Privy 
Council in London, and the King would 
have the final word upon it. 

If he goes to Vermont he will be ar- 
rested at once by request of the New 
York State officials, who will endeavor 
to have him extraditeu and returned to 
Matteawan, and he will either be freed 
to go to Pittsburg or sent back to the 
asylum within a short time. 

These things were pointed out to htm 
by his lawyers at a conference this aft- 
ernoon. Thaw thought the matter over 
for a short time and then decided to re- 
turn to the United States and -“‘get 
quick action.” 

Release Next Wednesday. 

So he will be released from the jail 
here Wednesday and taken, in fhe cus- 
tody of the Canadian immigration offi- 
cilals, to the border line at Newport, Vt., 
where he will be “‘rejected’’ from the 
Dominion, and in that town the fight 
over his extradition to New York will 
be waged. 

Soon after reaching his decision, Thaw 
talked for a long while with the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent. He announced 
that Clarence J. Shearn of New York, 
who represented him in his last sanity 
hearing, will have charge of his case 
at Newport. 

He was very much interested in hear- 
ing that William Travers Jerome, who 
twice prosecuted him and always repre- 
sented New York State in the sanity 
hearings, will again endeavor to have 
him put behind the bars. That was the 
first subject he touched upon in his talk 
with the reporter—a talk which was 
rather rambling and quite characteristic 
of Thaw. 

“Is Jerome really coming?” he asked. 

“That is the present plan,’’ the re- 
porter replied. 

Asks About His Wife. 

Thaw seemed startled and for the 
first time his usual composure left him. 
His face blanched and he placed a 
hand on a table as he stared out of 
a window. A moment later he wheeled 
about and, standing erect, said: ‘‘Oh, let 
him come.” 

“Willie can come if he wants to; in 
fact, I hope that Willie does come up. 
It will make things so much more in- 
teresting, and I may have some good 
‘copy’ for the papers.”’ 

“Are you satisfied with the staff of 
lawyers you have engaged here?” Thaw 
was asked. 

“Yes, for the first time in years I am 
dealing with a set of gentlemen who 
are open to reason and who, I believe, 
know just what I want them to do. 
They are a very satisfactory gather- 
ing,””’ Thaw replied, 

“Now, I would like to know’ some- 
thing about Evelyn. Is she quite well?’ 
he asked. 

When told that messages from New 
York indicated that she was living 
quietly at the Hotel Brevoort there, 
he smiled and asked ail about her 
theatrical engagement. He did not, 
however, at any time refer to the 
child which Mrs. Thaw introduced 
as his son Russell. 

“Now, 1 want to say thrt I never 
wrote any letter to Evelyn,” he said. 
“According to the reports which 
came to me from New York it was 
said that she gave out some kind of 
letter saying that I wrote it.

Ed Callahan’s Widow and Broth- 
er See Shooting and Are 
e Arrested. 


‘POSSE HUNTING SLAYER 


“Woman Declares Unarmed Man 
| Was Slain After a Personal 
Quarrel.

| JACKSON, Ky.. Aug. 23.—The Breath- 
itt County feud has broken out again 
and Greenberry Combs is the first vic- 
tim of the revival of this noted gueril- 
'la mountain private warfare of 20 years’ 
| standing. Combs was shot and tnstant- 
l ly killed yesterday on Long’s Creek. 

' One posse has captured and lodged in 
| jail here Mrs. Tomanda Deaton Callahan 
| ena her brother, Leonard Deaton, and 
‘another posse is searching the hills for 
'Greenberry McIntosh, who, it is al- 
| leged, shot Combs when the latter was 
'unarmed. Mrs. Callahan is the widow 
|of Ed Callahan, the noted feudist lead- 
| er, who was shot from ambush in May, 
1912, when standing in front of his store 
at Crockettsville. 

Following the killing ef Combs, wkich 
they are said to have witnessed, Mrs. 
Callahan and her brother were arrested 
near Buckhorn, Perry County, and were 
hurried to the Jackson jail on horseback, 
a distance of 25 miles over the moun- 
tains, by a Sheriff's posse. 

Widow Insists on Being Locked Up. 

Mrs. Callahan at first was not locked 
up, but given into the custody of the 
Sheriff. Later, when she found that 
timilar treatment was not accorded her 
brother, she spurned the courtesy of 
the authorities and rather than be sepa- 
rated from him, went to jail. Mrs. Cal- 
lahan and her brother assert they had 
nothing to do with the killing; that they 
were some distance from McIntosh and 
Combs when the trotible occurred; that 
McIntosh and Combs met and quarreled 
and that the next thing they heard was 
the report of McIntosh’s pistol. Cembs 
was not armed. 

The examining trial of the prisoners is 
set for Monday at Jackson. 

In May, last, Mrs. Ruth Callahan, 
wife of a son of the late Edward Calia- 
han, the feud leader, was shot and killed 
in a general fight among the Breathitt 
County warriors. 

Daughter Trailed Callahan’s Slayers. 

The feud began 20 years or s0 ago, 
when Edward Callahan's lumbermen— 
he was the “Lumber King of Breathitt” 
—shot and killed James Denton. Calla- 
han afterward was elected Sheriff of 
the county. He became involved in a 
number of other feuds, in which James 
Cockrell, Dr. J. B. Cox and James B. 
Marcum, all prominent men in that 
county, were killed.

The bullet found in the 
car roof fitted it. 

The formal verdict was that Lucas 
met his death from a gunshot’ wound 
from some unknown cause or person. 

Gave Up Office Recently, 

Lucas two months ago gave up an 
office which he had occupied in the 
Pierce Building and took deskroom in 
the office of Schulte. A few months 
azo when his business affairs were 
investigated by a special committee of 
the exchange following complaints 
against him and other brokers, the com- 
mittee made no definite report or 
recommendation itn his case. The inves- 
tigation was started by the troubles of 
A. P. Richardson, who accepted a peni- 
tentiary sentence as the only way out 
of his difficulties. 

John L. Messmore, president of the 
exchange, said last night that he did 
not belleve that all the claims against 
Lucas, which caused him to be Investi- 
gated with others, reached a total of 
more than $1000, 

Messmore said he understood Lucas’ 
affaire had recently been in good shape, 
that he had profitable mining interests 
in Colorado, and that he had lately fig- 
ured on investing $5000 In a patent, but 
had dropped this plan for some rea- 
son.

SPECTATORS RUSH TO rT 


Four Doctors Work in Vain 
Over Injured Fighter—VJeffries 
Signs Prisoners’ Bonds.

LOS ANGELES, 
John W. “Bull” Young, a cowboy 
heavyweight pugilist, died of con- 
cussion of the brain here today of | 
injuries received at Vernon Arena | 
last night when he was knocked | 
out by Jess Willard. Immediately | 
after his death, warrants charging | 
manslaughter were issued against | 
Willard and 11 others connected | 
with the fight, while legislators. 
clergymen and club women revived 
the demand for an anti-prize fight 
bill in California. 

The operation upon Young’s skull 
to relieve the cerebral hemorrhage, 
which followed the knockout in the 
eleventh round of his scheduled 20- 
round fight, was at first pronounced 
a success. The pugilist remained in 
a state of coma from the time he 
received Willard’s right uppercut to 
the jaw until his death at 9:30 
o'clock this morning. 

The warrants charge the follow- 
ing with manslaugnter: Wulard, 
Thomas J. McCarey afd Al Greene- 
wald, promoters of the fight; Harry 
Gilmore Jr., manager of Young: Tom 
Jones, manager of Willard; Charles 
F. Eyton, referee; Albert G. Harder, 
timekeeper, and James Cameron, 
negro; Eddie Webster, Charles An- 
slinger, John Davies and Harry 
Monahan seconds. 

Jeffries Signa Bonds. 

Nine of the accused men surren- 
dered. The ather three—Cameron, 
Webster and Anslinger, seconds for 
Willard, it was promised by the 
club’s attorney, would appear in 
court not later than Monday. 

The nine who surrendered were 
arraigned before Justice of the Peace 
Summerfield, who set Aug. 29 for 
their preliminary examination, and 
fixed Willard’s bond at $5000, and 
those of the others at $1000 each. 
The bonds were provided by James 
J. Jeffries, former  heavy-weight 
champion of the world. and John 
Brink, a cabaret proprietor. 

Referee Eyton declared the only 
‘hard blow struck in the fight was 
the knockout punch.” 

Arthur Pelkey, opponent of Lather 
McCarty when the latter was killed 
several months ago at Calgary, Al- 
berta, Canada, was so affected by the 
death of Young, who was his friend, 
that he called off his fight with 
Charley Miller, scheduled for Sept. 23. 

Sentiment against prize fights 
grew rapidly during the day, with 
clergymen voicing their protests in 
the papers and legislators being 
quoted as predicting the death of 
prize fighting in California. 

Dr. A. F. Maisch, autopsy surgeon, 
conducted a postmortem examination 
of Young’s body and found that death 
had been produced by brain hemorrhage. 
Hardening of the aorta possibly contrib- 
uted to cause death. 

When Young was knocked out and 
failed to revive, four physicians worked 
over him for 80 minutes, while 6000 spec- 
tators stood on their seats and waited 
for the outcome, 

Cerebral hemorrhage was diagnosed 
and Young was hastened to a hospital, 
where at 1:15 this morning the opera- 
tion was performed. 

The last blow, a right uppercut te the 
shin, following a left hook to the jaw, 
was about the only real hard one struck 
during the contest. 

When Young fell there was a deathly 
stillness over the house and many im- 
mediately rushed to the ringside, but 
were held off by the police. Drs. Grif- 
fin, Scroggs and Houghton entered the 
ring and administered several injections 
of stimulants and Young rallied some for 
a while. 

Young’s father is a rancher at Glenn 
Rock, Wyo. The fighter had promised 
his father that tt he was defeated by 
Willard he would return to the ranch.

to prevent the losses that would result 
from the drowning of the mines. The 
representatives of the miners refused. 

Most of the mines in the lead belt are 
from 3530 to 450 feet deep. The inflow 
of water is very great, Pumps of a’ 
capacity of 2000 gallons a minute are 
installed in some of the mines to Keep 
them in workable condition. 

The great damage from flooding re- 
sults from the fact that the pumps 
are in the bottom of the mines and 
most of them are rendered useless as 
soon as they are under water. 

About 20 Mines Flooded, 

The mine owners stated to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent that they did 
not know just how many of the mines 
had been drowned. The only company 
able to keep all of its mines open is 
the St. Louis Smelting and Refining Co. 
The mines of the Doe Run and 8t. Joe 
companies were all flooded, the oper- 
ators said, and most of the pumps of 
the Federal Lead Co. were abandoned. 
The Nati®nal Lead Co. was able to 
keep the pumps in some of its mines 
going. At least 2 mines, or two-thirds 
of the entire number in the district, 
have* been flooded, according toe the 
operators. 

The strike was the immediate result 
of the demand of the miners upon the 
operators for an increase of §® centa & 
day in the wages of al) classes of em- 
ployes, without exception, and for recog- 
nition through the “check-off" system 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
with which the six local unions are 
affiliated. 


Recognition of the union meant that 
the employers should retain from the 
wages of union employes each month 
the amount of their dues and forward 
the money to the head officials of the 
organization; that no union man could 
be discharged except upon approval of 
the Grievance Committee of the organi- 
zation, and that all nonunion men em- 
ployed by the companies must become 
members of the unton within 30 days o7 
be discharged. / 

An tncrease of 15 cents a day was of- 
fered by the companies, but they re- 
fused to consider the demand of the 
miners for recognition of the union. 

Through the efforts of W. D. David- 
son, member of the Executive Board of 
the Western Federation of Miners, and 
Rhoderick McKenzie, organizer for the 
Federation, the membership of the six 
local unions had been increased toe 4600. 
When the demands of the miners were 
refused, at least % per cent of al] em- 
ployes eutside of superintendents and 
office force walked out. The labor 
leaders expressed surprise that the 
strike was so complete. Many miners 
who had not joined the union refused 
to work after the strike was on.

By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—An inspec-

The 
pending bill provides for the acceptance 
of certificates of inspection from ex- 
porting countries. Senator Cummins’

American inspectors to reinspect the 
meat after it enters the United States. 

“There can be no reason why we 
should permit the foreigner to supply 
us, with diseased meat and deny the priv- 
lege to our own packers,”’ Senator Cum- 
mins said. 

Sees No Protection ina Bill, 

The present bill, he declared, would 
give Americans no protection against 
beef of diseased cattle from countries 
that had no system of ante-mortem in- 
spection. He demanded an inspection 
system on all meats imported as rigid as 
our own. 

“Does the Senator want to fix it so 
that meats Cannot come here from Mex- 
ico?” asked Senator Williams. 

‘I do not particularize,” said Cum- 
mins. “I simply want to protect our 
consumers, no matter where the meat 
comes from.” 

Senator Norris also said he believed 
the bill, if not changed, would give the 
foreign meat producer an advantage over 
the American packer. 

Senator Williams, in charge of the bill, 
said the committee intended to admit 


spection laws inferior to American laws, 
provided the Secretary of Agriculture 
should define the agricultural inspection 
as “good enough.” He said the United 
States had no power to compe! other 
countries to adopt definite inspection 
systems. 

“Other countries in the past have com- 
pelled us to adopt certain rules,’ sug- 
gested Senator Lodge, ‘by excluding our 
fheats."’ 

“Trying to Get Cheaper Meats.” 

Senator Williams replied that the Dem- 
@ats were ‘“‘not trying to make the law 
Smpoessible of administration,”’ but were 
@rying to “secure cheap meats for the 
American people.” 

Senator McCumber offered an amend- 
ment proposing a countervailing duty of 
20 per cent ad valorem on meat against 
countries that levy a tariff on American 
meats ? 

Many of the more {mportant items on 
the tariff free list were passed over for 
future consideration. These included 
harness and leather goods, amber and 
flax, cash registers, typewriters, sewing 
machines, iron pipe and other articles. 

Though no vote was taken on free raw 
wool today, the decisive showing on that 
having been deferred until the bill comes 
from the committee of the whole, the 
Finance Committee rates on wool 
manufactures were agreed to without 
amendment, and there was every indi- 
cation that raw wool would remain free. 

Vote in Two Weeks Expected. 

With only a part of the free list, a 
portion of the paper schedule and the 
sundries schedule remaining to be con- 
sidered in committee, Democratic lead- 
ers @xpressed confidence that the in- 
ceme tax would be disposed of before 
the end of the coming week.

Scott, who formerly was a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis police force, is 
wanted here for passing two worth- 
less $5 checks on William H. Scheer, 
a cigar dealer at 3900 Park avenue, 
about two.months ago. A warrant 
was issued for him, and since then 
he has been a fugitive from justice. 

When he left St. Louis Scott as- 
sumed the name James M. McBride. 
A letter addressed to him under that 
name by his bride was delivered to 
a James M. McBride at Salina, Kan. 

When McBride saw that the letter 
contained a reference to ocoriminal 
charges he turned i!t over to the 
sheriff.

Sums, Say Witnesses.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Col. Mar-

Evidence of “Borrowing.” 

Today was devoted almost entire- 
lv to piling up evidence to the effeot 
that Representative McDermott “bor- 
rowed” money from McMichael, Mul- 
hall, Horning and others. Hugh F. 
Harvey, a member of the BDxecutive 
Committee of the Federation of 
Liquor Dealera of the District of 
Columbia, testified that, while the 
new excise legislation was pending, 
last year, McDermott borrowed 3500 
from the funds of the federation and 
did not pay it back. 

Harvey had declared that his or- 
ganization tried to reach members 
of Congress through liquor dealers 
in their districts. An assessment of 
$10 per member of the federation 
was made to defray the expenses of 
the campaign against the excise biTl 

“Last September, Representative 
McDermott came to me and asked me 
to get him $500, saying that he would 
pay it back promptly,” Harvey tes- 
tified. “I got the money for him and 
he gave the federation a promisory 
note for it for 80 days and that note 
has never been paid. Mr. McDermott 
told me today that he [Intends to pay 
it. It was put in a bank for ocollec- 
tion. 

“T think that McDermot came on 
here from Chicago to borrow that 
money. He said he had to raise 
money on his mother’s house and 
wanted $500 to pay it back, lest the 
house be sold. 

“It was against my grain to let him 
have the money under the ceircum- 
stances. That is the only loan of 
that kind our organization ever 
made.” 


“How did you feel about McDer- 


mott’s position on the excise bill?”

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Local Motor Cluh Pays Reward 
of $150 and Will See That Of- 
fending Chauffeurs Are 
Debarred. 


Roy F. Britton, attorney for Automo- 
bile Club of St. Louls, discussing auto- 
mobile stealing with the Post-Dispatch, 
said: 

“The reward of $150 offered by the 
Automobile:Club for the arrest and con- 
viction o% persons who steal automo- 
biles has resulted in bringing a large 
number of offenders to justice. There 
is an organized gang of thieves operating 
in St. Louis, who are stealing automo- 
biles and disposing of them for profit. 
The club is working with city detectives 
and special agents in rounding up this 
gang, and several cars have recently 
been recovered. 

“The city detective department is do- 
ing very efficient work. We are close 
upon the trail of these men, and expect 
that eventually they will all be arrested 
and the gang broken up. 

“Another class of offenders are those 
who take and use cars without permis- 
sion of the owner, and with no intention 
of depriving him of the ownership per 
manentiy. Chauffeurs frequently take 
their employers’ cars without consent, 
for joy rides, often damaging the cars 
- @nd sometimes injuring people. A num- 
ber of these cases have been en the 
Gocket in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion during the past week, and convic- 
tions have been obtained in every case. 
There are a number of cases set for nest 
week. Prosecuting Attorney Howard 
Bidener and his aesistant, Thomas. J. 
Stanton, are vigorously prosecuting these 
cases, and Judge Calvin Miller meets 
@ut severe punishment. These officials 
are to be highly commended for the ef- 
ficient work they are doing in the cam- 
paign to break up this dangerous prac- 
tice. 

“It is hard to understand how chauf- 
feurs dare to take the risk of being 
caught and convicted of this offense, be- 
eause their chauffeurs’ licenses are sub- 
Ject to revocation. The license of every 
chauffeur who takes and uses his em- 
Ployer’s car without consent should be 
revoked by the Secretary of State, as 
provided by law. We are going over the 
records and making a list of such con- 
victions, to be transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of State within the next few days. 
The Secretary of State has no discre- 
tion in the matter, but must revoke the 
Ycense and cannot issue another one to 
such a person for two years. Sherefore, 
all chauffeurs who are convicted of this 
offense must find a new occupation for 
two years. 

“This law was passed at the request 
of the Auté@mebile Club and we believe it 
should be enforced. When a chauffeur 
uses his employer’s car without consent, 
he demonstrates that he is irresponsible, 
and irresponsible persons should not be 
perm.ited to drive motor cars, for they 
are a menace to the public at large. The 
police officers are keeping special vig- 
llance for such cases, because of the 
handsome reward they .receive. No 
merey is being shown by the prosecut- 
ing officer or by Judge Miller. On ac- 
count of this co-operation of all con- 
cerned, we hope to soon break up the 
practice of automobile stealing of al! 
kinds tn a short time.”’ '

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ISEDKEROSENE 
AT GREAT SAVING 


Trtp, Indianapolis to Pacific 
Coast, Made at Cost of 36.50 
Per Passenger. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 23.—Coin- 
cident with the return of the Indiana-to- 
the-coast automobile tourists to this city, 
the latest arrival, R. P. Henderson, mo- 
tor car designer, divulged important dis- 
coveries resulting from the use of kero- 
sene for fuel instead of gasoline, in two 
cars which made the 4015-mile trip. 

Ray Harroun, well known as a racing 
driver, and Mr. Henderson both drove 
cars that burned kerosene—a Henderson 
de Luxe model and a new Henderson 
Six—1914 models of the Henderson Motor 
Car Co. The cheapness of kerosene as 
against gasoline was impressive. 

Each car carried five passengers, the 
cost per passenger for fuel being $6.50 
each for the 4015 miles, or about one-fifth 
of the railroad excursion rates of $30 to 
California. In the De Luxe model, 230 
gallons of kerosene were used, The cost 
of the fuel along the route ranged from 
7 e»nts to about 13 cents a gallon. 

Mr. Henderson found that kerosene tn- 
creased the motor’s efficiency. This he 
discovered was due to the fact that the 
new fuel has a higher heat unit than 
gasoline. The explosive power, however, 
is not greater. It took less kerosene 
vapor than gasoline in the cylinders. No 
carbon developed in the motor. but on 
the contrary, the new fuel prevented the 
forming of carbon deposits. 

The trip, with kerosene as fuel, was 
vital to the automobile industry, by rea- 
son of the fact that gasoline had mount- 
ed high in price, and engineers were puz- 
zied as to the outcome. it kept many 
people from enjoying the fresh air and 
pleasure to be gained from motoring. 
Some manufacturers saw harm to the in- 
dustry. Gasoline ranges in prices the 
country over from 2 to # cents a gal- 
lon. 


THE 1914 IMPROVEMENTS 


Much discussion has been aroused 
among automobile enthusiasts since the 
announcement of the principal 1914 fea- 
tures as to whether either of the three— 
the light Six, the two-speed rear axle 
and the electric gear shift, will prove 
to be epochal in their importance. 

In 1911 came a new departure in au- 
tomobile construction, with the intro- 
Guction of the fore doors. Automobile 
owners fell in with the new idea at 
once. Today an automobile without 
fore doors is a thing of the past. 

In 1912 and 1913 came the electric start- 
er and with the starter that greatest 
of boons to the lover of night rides, 
electric lights.

The two-speed rear axle comes along to 
give the pleasures of the six-cylinder 
car with a four-cylinder engine to gain 
the same end. The electric gear shift 
is designed for simpler operation. 

Stewart McDonald, vice-president of 
the Moon Motor Car Co, In discussing 
the 1914 features, agid that he considers 
the light six the tmost {mportant devel- 
opment and the one which will prove 
tou be the most epochal. 

“The light six fills a long-felt want 
among automobile owners,” he said. 
“The heavy six-cylinder car which 
weighs as much as 4800 pounds and has 
a 70 horsepower engine, has a greater 
load to pull per horsepower than has 
the light six, which ranges in weight 
from 3200 to 8500 pounds, with a 68 horse- 
power engine. The load in the first ig

SAVANAH, Ga. Aug. 23.—From his 
Summer home at Mount. Airy, Federal 
Judge Emory Speer has forwarded to 
Henry D. Clayton, chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee of the House of 
Representatives at Washington, an 
answer to charges filed against him 
with the committee. He denies all 
general charges made known to him 
through newspaper dispatches, and he 
calls for a copy of the charges filed 
against him and for an opportunity to 
appear before the committee in the fall. 
Judge Speer explains that he has hay 
fever and it would be dangerous for 
' him to leave Mount Airy just now. 

He specifically denies the reported 
charges of favoritism toward his son-in- 
law, A. S. Hayward Jr., and qoutes a 
Mr. Tally as saying that the law firm 
of Talley & Heyward dissolved because 
of the restrictions Judge Speer had 
placed on it. 

“I gather,’ says Judge Speer in his 
answer, “that your committee has un- 
der consideration a certain report rela- 
tive to myself, made ¢ither by the At- 
torney-General or R. Colton Lewis, an 
examiner of the Department of Justice.

(CONDUCTOR KILLS. 
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TWO MEN IN FIGHT 
UN CROWDED CAR 


Motorman Wounds a Third and 
He and Slayer Empty Car 
and Speed Away. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Three men, as yet 
not identified, became involved in a 
fight with a motorman and conductor 
on a Western avenue car tonight. The 
conductor shot two dead and the other 
was beaten insensible by the motor- 
man. 

The shooting occurred in a crowded 
section of the West Side business dis- 
trict, at Western avenue and Washing- 
ton boulevard. 

According to witnesses, the three 
men, Italians, were disputing on the 
rear platform with the conductor.

BANK DEFEATED 
SUIT BY PLEA IT 
EXCEEDED RIGHTS 


Ultra Vires Defense Upheld by 
Supreme Court in Hanlon 
Case Attracts Attention. 


ACTION WAS FOR $120,000 


Mississippi Valley Contended 
It Had No Right to Promote 
Millinery Firm. 


The peculiar defense made by the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co., in the $120,000 
suit filed against it by the Richard Han- 


lon Millinery Co., has attracted atten- 


tion among St. Louis lawyers since a full 
report of the case appeared in a recent 
number of the Southwestern Law Re- 
porter. 

The trust company’s defense was, in 
substance, that it did what it had no 
right to do, and hence that it was not 
liable to the concern with which it dealt. 
This defense is known legally as ultra 
vires (beyond the powers). The act by 
which the trust company exceeded its 
powers was the promoting of the milli- 
nery company. 

Supreme Court Upholds Defense. 
This defense was upheld by the Missou- 
ri Supreme Court, which decided in fa- 
vor of the trust company June 28 last. 
The peculiar features of the case escaped 
general notice at the time, ‘and it was 
not until the case appeared in print that 
attention was attracted to the nature of 
the trust company’s successful defense. 

The attorneys for the trust company 
in the Hanlon suit were Boyle & Priest, 
Nagel & Kirby and Arthur B. Shepley. 
The Hanlon company was represented 
by Henderson, Marshal] & Becker. Rfith- 
ard Hanlon, the principal individual fig- 
ure in the case, died a year ago. 

The suit, filed in the millinery com- 
Pany’s name after it had become in- 
solvent, set forth that the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., Sept. 8, 1902, entered 
into a written agreement with Richard 
Hanlon to organize a millinery corpora- 
tion, under the n ® of Richard Han- 
lon Millinery Co. he written contract, 
which appears in’the petition, stated 
that the millinery company was to have 
& capital of $500,000, of which $200,000 
should be preferred 7 per cent stock, 
and $300,000 common stock. 

Bank Got $20,000 Bonus, 

It was agreed that the trust company 
should take the $200,000 preferred steck 
at par, and should receive with it a 
bonus of $100,000 of the common stock, 
and that the remaining $200,000 of the 
common stock should be sold at 3% cents 
on the dollar, thus bringing in $70,000, 
Out of this $70,000, it was agreed that 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. shoma 
receive $20,000 as a bonus. This would 
leave the millinery company $200,000 from 
the sale of preferred stock and $50,000 
from the sale of common stock, a total 
of $250,000, to begin business with. 

The agreement by which the trust com- 
pany received the $100,000 of common 
stock and the $20,000 cash was not known, 
it was alleged in the suit, to the “‘orig- 
inal bona fide subscribers” to the com- 
pany’s stock. The unpaid-for stock 
and “secret profit’’ were, it was alleged, 
“concealed from the other stockholders, 
and from the world.’’ Therefore the suit 
for $120,000 was filed in the company’s 
name by William J. Crane, Hanlon’s 
nephew, who acquired a controlling in- 
terest ‘in the concern after it had be- 
come insolvent. 


Sued on “Secret Profits.” 

As to the claim for $100,000, a nonsuit 
was taken. This reduced the claim to 
$20,000, representing the “secret profit’’ 
of the trust company, and on this issue 
the case was fought. The trust com- 
pany’s defense, as has been stated, was 
that its action in the matter was outside 
its powers as a trust company in pro- 
moting the millinery concern. .In Judge 


Muench’s court the millinery company j., 


won a verdict for the $20,000 and inter- 
est, amounting to $28,300. The appeal to 
the Supreme Court followed. 

In reversing the lower court's decision, 
the Supreme Court, in an opinion writ- 
ten by Judge Graves, said: 

“Ultra vires as a defense is not al- 
ways looked on with favor, but the 
protection of innocent and ignorant 
stockholders in great financial] in- 
stitutions demands that contracts 
made by such institutions be clearly 
scrutinized upon the question whether 
the corporation in law had the right 
to make them. The defense of ultra 
vires is much like the defense of the 
statute of limitation, and is well 
rooted in public policy. ° ° ° 
Nor is such defense unfair to the 
other contracting party, because he, 
with knowledge of the limited power 
of the corporation agents to make 
contracts, is particeps criminis 
when he enters into an ultra vires 
contract. In other words, he assists 
the agents of the corporation to do 
a thing, which in law he must know 
to be in violation of the rights of 
the stockholders of the corporation.” 

The charter powers of trust com- 
panies under the Missouri! statutes, 
the court held, do not include any 
power to promote other corporations. 
A trust company has power to buy 
and sell stocks, but not, the court 
held, to engage in the business of a 
promoter. 

Decision to Aid Justice. 

“But does it avail the defendant,” 
the court asked, “to say that the 
eset made with Hanlon is void? 
° ° On plaintiff's theory, 
= was in reality acting for de- 
fendant.

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COTTON STRONGER 


ON CROP NEWS AND 
A HEAVY DEMAND 


/Plant Is in Excellent Shape Ex- 
cept in Texas and Oklahoma, 
Where Rain Is Needed. 


The cotton market has shown sig- 
nal strength this week. Bullish fea- 
tures are telling on the market and 
the trade generally has become more 
friendly to higher prices. The weather 
in Texas and Oklahoma has not 
changed. Some scattered showers 
have occurred in Texas and Oklahoma 
but these have not been of sufficient 
volume to relieve the drouthy situa- 


tion. Much uneasiness is felt over 
the condition in these two states be- 
cause the season is progressing to 
the _— where the cotton will not 
continue to fruit unless conditions 
are ideal The present hot, dry 
weather ta forcing the bolls open and 
that means an end to fruition unlegs 
rain speedily relieves the situation. 

The fact that cotton its a hot 
weather plant is subject for com- 
ment. When this well-worn state- 
ment is made, it should be borne in 
mind that neither a hot weather plant 
nor any other king of useful plant 
can prosper in the burning tempera- 
tures that have ruled for the past 
month in the Southwest. In all the 
cotton belt, except Texas and Okla- 
homa, conditions are satisfactory. In 
act, in some portions the conditions 
re oon gees | geo. especially in Mis- 
sissippi an ennessee, where splen- 
did crops are the rule. In the Atlan- 
tics ood rains have fa:ren when 
needed and the plant is healthy and 
in good condition, in @pite of the fact 
that it is smaller than normal, 


Cultivation at Top Notch. 


Over all the cotton ‘elt the Work 
in the fields has been well done. Cul- 
tivation has been almost uninterrupt- 
ed and this may be the saving clause 
in the situation In the drouth-ridden 
sections. Generally opinion is that 
the excellent conditions existing in 
most sections offset the deterioration 
in Texas and Oklahoma and a crop 
somewhat in excess of last season 
may be expected. 

The market has been exceedingly 
steady in New York where «an ad- 
vance of more than 60 points has oo- 
curred in the future market. 

The stock of cotton in that market is 
down to a very low level, both in quan- 
tity and quality and their contracts 
are Virtually unprotected, and short sell- 
ing there is an extremely hazardous 
business. New cotton is beginning to 
move freely, but prices are against the 
movement toward New York. Other 
markets have advanced proportionately 
with the New York market and it 
said that the Continent has been buy- 
ing heavily in all the future markets 
pending the time when the actual cot- 
ton may be obtained. 

Demand for Goods Improves. 

Improved demand for goods is given 
as the reason for the sudden awaken 
ing ty the Continental buyers. Re- 
newed activity is the rule in most of 
the markets for dry goods. Stocks are 
not iarge and the long, hot summer 
has cuused a continual demand for cot- 
ton goods in this country. 

Stocks of cotton in spinners’ hands 
have decreased steadfiy and they enter 
the new season with a need for more 
cotton. They have not been uncom- 
furtably short of raw material at any 
time and, with ootton selling around 
the present level or a little higher, 
they are not I'kely to allow their stocks 
to be depleted. 

In the spot marketg the sales are 
such as to ebsorb all new cotton and 
are clore to quotations. Prices have an 
upward tendency and the advantage 
lies somewhat in favor with the sellers. 
Old crop cotton is not in great de- 
mand, but there is no great pressure 
to sell an’ the stocks are not large. 

Conditions generally are good: the 
action of the present administration

The total number of eggs laid for 
the eight and a half months amounts 
to 80,073 eggs. This makes an average 
of 118 eggs for each hen, good, bad 
and indifferent. The yield for the 
month was 9687 eggs. The average for 
each breed up to date is as follows:

20 Minorca hens average each 
“0 Ancona hens average 

120 Leghorn hens average 

120 Wyandotte hens average....117 exes 

60 Rhode Island hens average.111 eggs

There is nothing startling about these 

records but this is a very good record. 
It is not the sensational which Is looked 
for in this contest, it’s the facts, 
let the records be what they may. If 
the hens did no better and: did not lay 
‘another egg, the lowest average hen 
has already laid 2% eggs more in eight 
and a half months than the average 
Missouri farm hen lays in 12 months. 

The silver cup for the best record for 
July was won by Mrs. Daisy Rose of 
Bois d@’Arc, Mo., on her pen of an- 
conas with 210 eggs. The r. c. white 
leghorns, pen 10, were only one egg be- 
hind them. The remarkable thing about 
the records for the last few months Is 
@e manner in which a pen of black 
@iuinorca hens is laying. Half or more of 
Ghe hens are about three years old, and 
they have gradually crawled up to 
fourth place. Buff wyandottes also 
went to third place this month. One pen 
ef buff wyandottes from Missouri is the 
third pen tn the contest, another pen of 
buff Wyandottes from Vermont contains 
the leading hen, and the third pen of 
Tuff Wyandottes from Missouri con- 
tains the third highest individual in’ the 
contest. Only seven hens laid in the 
English pen of s. c. white leghorns 
and one died, but still they made a smal! 
gain over the other pens.

Through the Moult. 

With the arrival of ‘‘dog days’’ comes 
the most critical time in the life of the 
hens, the time of the annual moult. The 
shedding of the old feathers and the 
growing of the new plumage comes just 
at the time when the vitality of the hen 
fe at low ebb. The long laying season, 
together with the hot weather, have 
pretty well drained her strength and 
brought her to the place where she 
needs special care if she is to go into 


the winter season in full vigor and ready | 


to do her share in replenishing the egg 
basket. 

Tn a normal moult, about four months 
are required for a complete change of 
plumage, the first feathers beginning to 
fall about the first of July. During the 


fore part of the moult, egg production 


is not materially decreased. But as the 


process advances and the drain on the 


gystem incident to the growth of new 
plumage increases, egg production grad- 
vally drops off until, ‘by the first. of 
Beptember, 't has practically ceased, As 
@ general rule, ege laying, having once 
stopped, will not begin again until the 
new coat of feathers is complete. 

Fortunate indeed is the poultry raiser 
who can successfully bring his hens 
through the moult and get them laying 
again by the middle of November. For. 
fn that case, they will probably continue 
to lay right through the winter. On the 
other hand, if they do not get through 
the moult in time to commence laying 
before cold weather comes on, they 
probably will not begin laying until 
epring. This is the reason poultrymen 
who wish to produce winter eggs for 
ynarket are so anxious to get their hens 
through the moult early. 

The feeding of moulting hens should 
mot differ greatly from the feeding of 
laying hens. Both eggs and feathers are 
rich in nitrogen, so that food which ts 
adapted for making eggs ts also adapted 
for making feathers. Feathers, how- 
ever, are richer In ofl than eggs, and 
gome food of an oily nature should 
be added to the ration to supply this 
want. It has been determined conclu- 
gively that the adding of a_ liberal 
amount of sunflower seed, or flax, seed, 
or oll meal, to the ration of moulting 
hens makes them moult faster and 
Jeaves them in a stronger condition, 
with more vitality. 

Yn conclusion it may be said that the 
guccessful handling of hens during the 


s moult is a matter of constant watch- 


fulness and attention to details, pertain- 
ime to feed, water, care, housing, clean-

CAMPINE FOWLS WINNING — 
POPULARITY IN AMERICA 


Ancient Belgium Breed Is Making a Hit With Ameri- 
can Fanciers—the Braekel or Campine of Belgium, 
and the Mohnsperber of Germany, the same 
Breed, Differing Only in Markings. 


The Campine fowl is one of the most 
ancient breeds of poultry, taking its 
name from the desert-like La Campine 
plains, the largest county in Belgium. 

There has been quite a discussion be- 
tween a great many of the breeders as 
to the identity of pure Belgian Camp- 
ines, some claiming that the Braekel are 
a different breed, with markings sim- 
ilar to the Belgian Campine, others 


claim that the Campine are the Tureica 
or Turkish fowl of old Aldrovandus. 
is known that the Campine was noted 
in Belgium 400 years ago, and that they 
have been bred as the farm chicken by 
the Belgian peasantry up to the present 
time chiefly for the quantity and size of 
their eggs. 

The Belgian Campine is a very small 
bird and has a character all its own. 
In appearance and carriage it 's smart 
and alert, very tame and friendly. 

English Improvement. 

The first improvement over the pure 
Belgian birds was accomplished by the 
breeders of Great Britain, in taking the 
smal] Belgian Campine and infusing 
some Braekel blood, then breeding back 
to the character and activity of the 
Campine, thereby producing what is 
called the English type of Campines, 
which have the combined good qualities 
of both breeds and are a decided im- 
provement over either the original 
Braekel- and Belgian Campine. The En- 
glish type of silver Campines are being 
taken up by a great many American 
breeders, who claim they are the only 
variety of parti-colored fowl that will 
produce themselves from a single mat- 
ing. With all of. the Breeds of Amer- 
ican origin it takes a special mating 
to produce standard-colored males and 
another mating to produce standard-col- 
ored females in parti-colored varieties. 
The Campines, both silver and golden, 
have a variation of color that is more 
difficult-looking to breed true than any 
of the American parti-colored varieties, 
with the possible exception of the silver 
Wyandotte and the barred Plymouth 
Rock. “Rev” Jones” in Feathered 
World says: “Cross Hamburgs and 
Campines and you have four things to 
outbreed: (1) red eye, (2) size of egg, (3) 
type, (4) penciling. It requires a man 
skillful above the average to make 
that cross successfully, and I should 
have felt very proud had I been able 
to achieve it. Again, the Hamburg has 
a red eye, but no one wil! contend 
that the red-eyed Campine is a product 
of this cross. Further, in the years 
Hamburg fanciers have been breeding 
they have not had a Food wing bar. 
Campinists have, and it is one of the 
Campine’s special points of beauty. Did 
this come from Hamburg gross? Camp- 
ines are hardy and precocious growers, 
quick to mature; they always look clean 
and are nonsitters: they are good for- 
agers and are contented when confined. 

General Description. 

Their color is a Silvery white ground 
in silver, and a golden ground in gold- 
ens, Overlaid by markings of barrings 
of black which have a rich beetle green 
sheen except the neck hackles, which are 
a silvery white in silvers and gold in the 
goldens. At the last meeting of the En- 
glish Campine Club it was decided tn the 
future to call the black the ground color 
and the white or gold the bars. The 
male birds have a medium size comb 
with five serrations and the tip slight- 
ly following, but standing clear from 
the nape of the neck. It should be fine,

not be too large. The color of the legs 
is leaden, with horn toenails. 
Size and Productiveness., 

The questions of size has been a con- 
tention with all breeders, and was fully 
answered by the secretary of the Cam- 
pine Club of Great Britain in his notes 
in the 1912 Year Book, which is as fol- 
lows: “This trouble is always with us. 
The wording of the Standard, ‘the larger 
the better,’ is worse than useless, for it 
is misleading. The club should alter it 
and replace it by the weights which 
were settled upon at the annual general 
meeting at the palace as being ideal: 
Males, 54% pounds; females, 34% pounds. 
These weights are quite high enough 
and should be maintained in order to 
guard against the size being smaller 
than the Belgian Campine. Any attempt 
to increase the size should be deprecated 
The size of the birds at present is the 
maximum for the greatest prolificacy.”’ 
Large size is not desired, as a Braekel 
or a Hamburg is not wanted. The true 
test of the table value of any bird is the 
percentage of meat that it will ,yield, 
and not in mere weight. The idea] table 
bird then, must be small and fine in bone 
and must be trimly built, with a frame 
suitable for carrying a lot of breast 
meat. A pheasant will yield nearly three- 
quarters as much meat as the ordinary 
fowl which has double its weight. The 


excellence of the Campine as a table 


fowl comes in the fact that it yields as 
high a percentage as any. 

The Campine in America is a vastly 
improved bird over the original Belgian 
Campine. They are perpetual layers o% 
large, white eggs, which find favor with 
the majority of egg consumers, and no 
breed in recent years has gained faster 
in popularity than the Campine. At the 
New York Poultry Show in Madison 
Square Garden, January, 1913, there were 
more Silver Campines in competition 
than there were Single Comb White 
Leghorns. In fact, at all the national 
poultry shows last year Campines were 
well represented, and this season Cam- 
pines will be among the largest classes 
exhibited. 


POULTRY PROBLEMS SOLVED. 
Yarding Laying Hens. 

Would a house 100x16, with an average 
height of 6% feet, accommodate 350 hens, 
and how much yard room is necessary 
to provide green food?—M. G. H. 

A house of the above dimensions woul( 
accommodate 350 hens comfortably. 
Would suggest that you divide the house 
into compartments in order to avoid 
drafts. Make each partition feet 
apart, which would give you four com. 
partments. If you have the ground, it 
would be a good plan to make two yards. 
an acre each, one in front and one in 
the rear. Keep these yards seeded with 
quick-growing grasses and grains and 
let the birds in each yard for a few 
hours at a time. When you see that 
they are cropping the grass short, do not 
let them in for a few days. A fence run. 
ning parallel with the house in the front 
and rear, about 26 feet from the house, 
will give you a good yard to keep the 
birds in when they are not on the grass. 
These small yards, if covered with sand, 
can be Kept clean very easily and with 
this arrangement you can keep green

por growing within reach of your birds 
at all times. 


Average Profit. 

Will you kindly give me the figures of 
the average profit or loss for one year 
from one hen?—T. C. Davis, Chaffee, 
Mo. ‘ 

The condition under which laying hens 
are kept differ to such an extent that 
it {is very hard to determine just ho-v 
much profit there can be derived from 
one hen. I would suggest that you write 
to the Missouri Experimental - Station 
at Mountain Grove, Mo., where the dif- 
ferent methods are being used in the 


keep and the production of each pen is 
being tabulated, and from these figures 
you can obtain the information you de 
sire. 

H. R., Memphis, Tenn.—From the in- 
formation you give it is evident that 
your birds are not properly fed and 
watered and their quarters are not kept 
clean. 


Off Condition. 

What is the trouble with my hens? 
They sit around, droopy, don’t eat much 
and the feed leaves them whole; they 
don’t lay; they get plenty of sand, char- 
coal, oystershells, grit and old plaster, 
feed wheat and table scraps; leghorn 
stock.—J. L. H., Louisville, Ky. 

Your birds are out of condition and 
need a variety of grain and plenty of 
green feed. A straight ration of wheat 
for a long time will cause this condition. 


White Diarrhea. 

Mrs. H. Radcliff, Mena, Ark: Your 
chickens have white diarrhea and badly 
infected chicks are not worth attempt- 
ing to cure. There are several remedies 
advertised, but it is recommended that 
a bird that has shown these symptoms 
should never be used as a breeder. The 
disease is inherited from the parent 
stock and is passed from chick to chick, 
the greatest period of danger is during 
the first three days after hatching. Re- 
move the infected chicks from the well 
ones, disinfect the quarters thoroughly 
and treat the infected chicks with any 
of the advertised remedies. When you 
start hatching again do not use eggs 
from the same birds or breeder that 
you did before. 


Broody Hens, 

Are broody hens fit for food?—H. A. 
W., St. Louis, Mo. 

Yes, if fat and in good order, as they 
usually are at the beginning of broodi- 
ness. When they have been broody for a 
long time and begin to thin down, the 
flesh is not good, as the bird is not in 
the proper condition, 


Duck Rationa. 

Will you kindly publish in the Post- 
Dispatch a good feed for Indian run- 
ner ducks? G. L. J., Morley, Mo. 

Wheat bran, one bushel; corn meal, 
one peck; low-grade flour, one peck; 
fine grit, two pounds. Mix into crum- 
bly mash with cold water and feed four 
times a day all they will clean up in 
15 minutes. 


Soft Shell Eggs. 

Several of my hens, after laying weil 
for a long time, have laid soft-shell 
eggs recently, and after laying two ow 
three have died. Can you advise what 
the trouble is? Mis Ea Oe 

Palmyra, Mo. 

Hens will lay soft-shelled eggs if they 
are confined and not fed shell-making 
food such as oyster-shell, ete. Their 
death would not result from this condi- 
tion. If the birds all died at or about 
the same time, it is evident that they 
were poisoned. 


Disinfecting Yards. 

What is a good disinfectant to tse in 

the yards where poultry is kept? 
B. G. S., Kirkwood, Mo, 

A 2 per cent solution of sulphuric acid 
in water followed with slacked lime and 
spading it under will put the yards in 
good shape. 


Vegetables for winter feeding should 


‘The supply for spring feeding can be 
safely buried in pits. At this season 
beets, mangels, cabbages, pumpkins, 
waste apples and potatoes can usually 
be had at a reasonable price. If you 
haven’t a home grown supply, better 
stock up with enough to take you 
through the cold season. 


Before it is too late, better get a 
supply of dry sand, gravel, loam and 
dried peat under cover for winter use. 
The sand for brooder floors. Gravel for 
grit. Loam and peat for use as an ab- 
sorbent under the roosts 


If you have the epportunity and can 
provide a crib to store it in, better 
lay in a supply of good well ripened 
corn on the cob. If you can only get 
sufficient *to crack up, for the chicks

next spring we believe M will pay you.

AN ORDINANCE TO FIX THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH UNMARRIED 

MALES WHO HAVE ARRIVED AT THE AGE OF 21 YEARS SHALL BE PERMITTED 

TO TRAVEL THE STREETS AFTER 9 O'CLOCK P. M., OR TO COURT, VISIT OR AC- 

COMPANY AN’ UNMARRIED WOMAN, AND TO FiX A PRIVILEGE TAX ON BACHE- 

LORS, AND TO PROVIDE FOR ITS MEANS OF COLLECTION. 

Sec. 1.—Be it Ordained by the Board of Commissioners of the City of Memphis, That no 
unmarried male arrived at the age of 21 years shall be allowed on the streets of Memphis after 
9 o'clock p. m., or to court, visit or accompany an unmarried woman to any place of amusement, 
unless he shall have paid to a person duly authorized to collect for and issue a proner certificate, 
showing that a bachelor’s privilege tax has been paid, and that he sha! be required to pre- 
sent such certificate on demand of any unmarried woman, married man or police officer.

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HE part played by the 
recognition and reward 
of actual personal prow- 
ess among the members 
of the police force in 
producing this state of 
affairs (steady decrease 
in crime in New York) 
was appreciable, though 
there were many other 
factors that combined to 
bring about the _ better- 
ment. he immense 
improvement in dis- 

cipline caused by punishing all offenders with- 
out mercy, no matter how great their political 
or personal influence; the resolute. warfare 
against every kind of criminal who had hitherto 
been able corruptly to purchase protection; the 
prompt recognition of ability even where it was 
entirely unconnected with personal prowess— 
all these were elements which had enormous 
weight in producing the change. 

Mere courage and daring, and the rewarding of 
courage and daring, cannot supply the lack of 
discipline, of ability, of honesty. But they are of 
vital consequence, nevertheless. No police force 
is worth anything if its members are not intelli- 
gent and honest; but neither is it worth anything 
unless its members are brave, hardy, and well dis- 
ciplined. 

We showed recognition of daring and of per- 
# sonal prowess in two ways: First, by awarding 
a medal or a certificate in remembrance of the 
deed; and, second, by giving it weight in making 
any promotion, especially in the lower grades. 


In the higher grades—in eal! promotions above 
that of sergeant, for instance—resolute and dar- 
ing courage cannot normally be considered as a 
factor of determining weight in making promo- 
tlons; rather is it a quality the, lack of which un- 
fits a man for promotion. For in the higher places 
Wwe must assume the existence of such a quality in 
any fit candidate, and must make the promotion 
Pwith a view to the man’s energy, executive capac- 
ity and power of command. In the lower grades, 
however, marked gallantry hould always be tak- 
en into account in deciding among different can- 
didates for any given place. 
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glar under rather peculiar circumstances, I hap- 
pened to note his getting a burglar one week.

The third member of the trio, a tall, sinewy man 
with flaming red hair, which rather added to the 
terror he inspired in evil-doers, was usually sta- 
tioned in a rather tough part of the city, vhere 
there was a tendency to crimes of v'silence, and 
incidentally an occasional desire to harass wheel-

During our two years’ service we found it nec- 
@ssary over a hundred times to single out men 
for special mention because of some feat of he-

men. The officer was as good off his wheel as on 
it, and he speedily established: perfect order on 
his beat, being always willing to “take chances” 
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roism. Tne heroism usually took one of four 
forms: saving somebody from d:owning, saving 
somebody from a burning building, stopping a 
runaway team, or arresting some violent law- 
breaker under exceptional! circi.m“ta:ces. To illus- 
trate our method of actioii, | will take two of the 
first promotions made after I became Commis- 
sioner. 

One case was that of an old fellow, a veteran of 
the Civil War, who was at the time a roundsmar. 
I happened to notice one day that he had saved 
& woman from drowning, and had him summoned 
so that I might look into the matter. The old fel- 
low brought up his record before me, and showed 
not a little nervousness’ and agitation; for it ap- 
peared that he had grown gray in the service, had 
performed feat after feat of heroism, but had no 
political backing of any account.: 


No heed had ever been paid him. Ae was one 
of the quiet men who attend solely to duty, and, 
although a Grand Army man, he had never sought 
te use influence of any kind. Now, at last, he 
thought there was a chance for him. He had been 
$2 years on the force, and during that time had 
gaved some 25 persons from death by drowning, 
varying the performance two or three times by 
saving persons from burning buildings. 
' Twice Congress had passed laws especially to 
empower the then Secretary of the Treasury, 
John Sherman, to give him a medal! for disttn- 
guished gallantry in saving life. The Life Sav- 
Ing Society had also given him its medal, and so 
had the Police Department. There was not a com- 
plaint in all his record against him for any in- 
fraction of duty, and he was sober and trust- 
y. 
He was entitled to his promotion, and he got it, 
there and ther. It may be worth mentioning that 
ne kept on saving life after he was given his ser- 
sancy. On Oct. 21, 1896, he agains rescued a. 
n from drowning. It was at night, nobody else 
in the neighborhood, and the dock trom which 
¢ jumped was in absolute darkness, and he was 
0 minutes in the water, which was very cold. He 
65 years old when he saved this man. It was

| during his 23 years’ service in the department. 
The other man was a patrolman whom we pro- 
mote to roundeman for activity in catching a bur- 


reasonable intelli- 
gence will agree 
that we were quite 
right in promoting 
men iff cases like 
these, and quite right in excluding politics from 
promotions. Yet it was because of our consist- 
ently acting in this manner, resolutely warring 
on dishonesty and on that peculiar form of base- 
ness which masquerades as “practical” politics, 
and steadily refusing to pay heed to any cOon- 
sideration except the good of the service and 
the city, and the merits of the men themselves, 
that we drew down upon our heads the bitter 
and malignant animosity of the bread-and-butter 
spoils politicians. 

They secured the repeal of the Civic Service law 
by the State Legislature. They attempted and al- 
most succeeded in the effort to legislate us out of 
office. They joined with the baser portion of the 
sensational press in every species of foul, inde- 
cent falsehood and slander as to what we were 
doing. They attempted to seduce or frighten us 
by every species of intrigue and cajolery, of 
promise of political reward and threat of political 
punishment. 

They failed in their purpose. I believe in politi- 
cal organizations, and I believe in practical pol- 
itics. If a man is not practical, he is of no use 
anywhere. But when politicians treat practical 
politics as foul politics, and when they turn what 
ought to be a necessary and useful political or- 
ganization into a machine run by professional 
spoilamen of low morality in their own interest, 
then it is time to drive the politician from public 
life, and either to mend or destroy the machine, 
according as the necessity may determine. 

We promoted to roundsman a patrolman, with 
an already excellent recorao, for gallantry shown 
in a fray which resulted in the death of his an- 
tagonist. He was after a gang of toughs who 
had just waylaid, robbed and beaten a man. They 
scattered and he pursued the ringleader. Running 
hard, he gained on his man, whereupon the lat- 
ter suddenly turned and fired full in his face. 
The officer already had his revolver drawn, and 
the two shots rang out almost together. 

The policeman was within a fraction of death,

leaped down one of these openings, at the risk of breaking his neck. 
The policeman was merely doing his duty, 
blamed him for not taking the jump. 


and nobody could have 
However, he jumped.’’ 


for the bullet from his opponent’s pistol went 
through his helmet and just broke the skin of his 
head. His own aim was truer, and the man he 
was after fell dead, shot through the heart. 


I may explain that I have not the slightest sym- 
pathy with any policy which tends to put the po- 
liceman at the mercy of a tough, or which de- 
prives him of efficient weapons. While I was 
Police Commissioner we punished any brutality 
by the police with such immediate severity that 
all cases of brutality practically came to an end. 
No decent citizen had anything to fear from the 
police during the two years of my service. 

But we consistentiy encouraged the to 
prove that the violent criminal who endeavored 
to molest them or to resist arrest, to inter- 
fere with them in the discharge of their duty, 
was himself in grave jeopardy, and we had every 
“gang” broken up and the members punished with 
whatever severity was necessary... Of course, 
where possible the officer merely crippled the 
criminal who was violent. 

One of the things that we did whire in office 
was to train the men in the use of the pistol. A 
school of pistol practice was established, and the 
marksmanship of the force was wond ‘fully im- 
proved. The man in charge of the school wag a 
roundsman, Petty, whom we promoted to ser- 
geant. He was one of the champion revolver 
shots of the country, and could hit just* about 
where he aimed. Twice he was forced to fire at 
criminals who resisted arrest, and in each case 
he hit his man in the arm or leg, simply stopping 
him without danger to his life. 

In May, 1896, a number of burglaries occurred 
far uptown, in the nefghborhood of One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-sixth street and Union Avenue. Two 
officers were sent out each night to patrol tke 
streets in plain clothes. About 2 o'clock on the 
morning of May 8 they caught a glimpse of two 
men loitering about a large corner house, and de- 
termined to make them explain their actions.

and seized one of the toughs, whereupon the other 
shot him in the mouth, wounding him badly 
Nevertheless. the officer kept his prisoner and 
carried him to the station house. . The tough 
who had done the shooting ran out and was 
seized by another officer. The tough fired at 
him, the bullet passing through the ofiicer’s over- 
coat, but the assailant was promptly knoc\ed 
down, disarmed and brought to the station house. 
In this case neither policeman used his revol- 
ver, and each brought in his man, although the 
latter was armed and resisted arrest, one of the 
officers taking in his prisoner after having been 
himself severely wounded. A lamentable fea- 
ture of the case was that this same officer was a 
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curance, and followed 
at a run. When he 
got alongside the run- 
away he seized him 
by the forelock, guid- 
ed him  dexterously 
over the bridge, pre- 
venting him from 
running into the nu- 
merous wagons that 
were on the road, and 
finally forced him up 
a hill and into a 
wagon shed. Three 
months later this 
same officer saved a 
man from drowning. 

The members of the 
bicycle squad, which 
was established short- 
ly after we took of- 
fice, soon grew to show 
not only §extraordi- 
nary proficiency on 
the wheel, but ex- 
traordinary daring. 
They frequently 
stopped runaways, 
wheeling alongside of 
them, and grasping 
the horses while go- 
ing at full speed: 
and, what wa« even 
more remarkable! 
they managed not only to overtake but to jump 
into the vehicle and capture, on two or three 
different occasions, men who were guilty of 
reckless driving, and who fought violently in 
resisting arrest. They were picked men, being 
young and active, and any feat of daring which* 
could .bé@ accomplished on the wheel they were 
certain to accomplish. 

Three of the best riders of the bicycle squad 
whose names and records happen to occur to me, 
were men of the three ethnic strains most strong- 
ly represented in the New York | ‘lice force, be- 
ing respectively of native American, German and 
Irish parentage. 

The German was a man of enormous power,

In November, 1896, an officer who had pre 
viously saved a man from death by drowning 
added to his record by saving five persons from 
burning. He was at the time asleep, when hé was 
aroused by a fire in a house a few doors away.

The officer ran down to the adjoining house, 
broke open the door of the apartment on the same 
floor—the fourth—and crept out on the coping, 
less than three inches wide, that ran from one 
house to the other. Being a large and very pow- 
erful and active man, he managed to keep hold of 
the casing of the window with one hand, and with 
the other to reach to the window of the apartment 
where the. women and child were. The firemen 
appeared, and etretched a net underneath. The 
crowd that was looting on suddenly became mo- 
tionless and silent. Then, one by one, he drew 
the women out of their window, ana, holding 
them tie atainst the wall, passed them into the 
other window.

For a sma}! fee 
you can take a shot at a lion emitting his roar— 
only the roar is not heard.

Rats Put to Work 


in Coal Mines 


HEY have put the . 
T rats to work in ; ois 
. certain coal ners 

mines, not digging coal, 
it is true, but detecting 
dangerous gas and il- 
luminating dark pas- 
sages. The diagram 
printed herewith illus- 
trates the motor, con- 
structed to utilize rat 
power. It and the 
description are taken 
from Coal Age. 

The mechanism fs in 
the form of a_ tread- 
mill, the apron of which is carried upon a ball- 
bearing roller. A gas-tight box contains a 
$mall electric generator, whic® is driven from 
the treadmill roller by means of a belt. The 
sides of the box are made of wire netting, al- 
lowing a free circulation of the mine atmos- 
phere. 

The motive power is furnished by a nimble and 
sinewy mine rat, which, for best results, should 
weigh approximately thrveounds. 

} It is well known that all animals are easily 

susceptible toNhe action of mine gases, and the 
presence of the ‘latter could therefore be easily 
detected from the behavior of the rat, which 
would almost instantly sicken and die in a few 
minutes. 

Upon a wire is hung a plece of cheese: the rat 

cannot recch it, for the more vigorously he runs 
for it the more swiftly does the treadmil! oll 
away under his feet. It is said that he can make 
this move at 15 miles an hour and can keep it up 
long enough for the fire boss to make his nightly 
round, or as long as the oxygen wil!!l last in the 
helmet cartridges.

Mr. Cahill, according to the Scientifie American, 

originally “made this map out of a rubber ball a 

couple of inches in diameter.
